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TRUMP IMPEACHED 


HOUSE APPROVES CHARGES OF ABUSE 
OF POWER, OBSTRUCTION OF CONGRESS 


After 11 hours of fierce 
argument, lawmakers’ 
votes on 2 articles fall 
largely along party lines

WASHINGTON 

The House of Representatives on 
Wednesday impeached President Donald 
Trump for abuse of power and obstruction 
of Congress, making him the third presi- 
dent in history to be charged with commit- 
ting high crimes and misdemeanors and 
face removal by the Senate. 

On a day of constitutional consequence 
and raging partisan tension, the votes on 
the two articles of impeachment fell largely 
along party lines, after a bitter debate that 
stretched all day and into the evening, re- 
flecting the deep polarization gripping 
American politics in the Trump era. 

Only two Democrats opposed the arti- 
cle on abuse of power, which accused 
Trump of corruptly using the levers of gov- 
ernment to solicit election assistance from 
Ukraine in the form of investigations to dis- 
credit his Democratic political rivals. Re- 
publicans were united in opposition. It 
passed 230-197, with Speaker Nancy Pelosi

licans in opposition. The vote was 229-198. 
The impeachment votes set the stage 
for a historic trial beginning early next year 
in the Senate, which will have final say — 10 
months before Trump faces re-election — 
on whether to acquit the 45th president or 
convict and remove him from office. The 
timing was uncertain, after Pelosi sug- 
gested late Wednesday that she might wait 
to send the articles to the Senate, holding 
them out as leverage in a negotiation on the

Nearly three years after Mayor Kevin 
Faulconer agreed to a 20-year, rent-to- 
own arrangement to take over an office 
tower at 101 Ash St., the first city workers 
have begun moving into the remodeled 
office tower in downtown San Diego.

Now officials say the move is keeping up 
with a revised plan from August 2018. 

“Were on time and within budget as 
we begin moving city employees into the 
building this week,” said Johnnie Perkins, 
one of the city’s deputy chief operating of- 
ficers, in an email Monday. “This is really 
a long-term investment for the city that 
will save tens of millions of taxpayer dol- 
lars over time, create more effective and 
efficient work spaces for city employees 
and significantly improve customer serv- 
ice with a new home for Development 
Services.” 

The move-in represents the first pay- 
off for a real estate investment that has 
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
